THE BUTLER AFFAIR. 

Horatio Ames, the inventor of the Ames 
gun, bas filed a billgin the Equity Court of 
this city, severe implicating Ber amin F. 
Butler in taking a fee while a member of Con- 
gress and on a committee investigating the 
contract of said Ames and the course of the 
chiefs of the army and naval ordnanges re- 
gardicg the same, The bill reeites that in 
consequence offupjust acts towards him and 
others, Congress, on Mareh 30, 1867, ordered 
a thorough investigation into all the transac- 
tions of said“chiefs, by reason of which, be- 
fore January 2, 1 there had 
been presented; to and was then be- 
fore the Military;Committee of the Senate a 
charge of conspiracy against Gen. Dyer and 
other official persons, chargieg them witha 
conspiracy to conceal and cover up all the 
personal offenses and official acts of mal- 
administration with which said Dyer had 
been accused by the Joint Committee on 
Ordnance ef the Fortieth Congress. And 
that as a member of the Ordnance Committee 
B. F. Butler had become familiar with the 
circumstances and facts in connection with 
the business of Gen. Ames, and shortly after 
the charge of conspiracy had been submitted 
to Congress, January last, respondent 
called at General Butler’s office for 
the purpose of consul ing him, 
and was there and then informed by Whitaey, 
the clerk of Gen. Butler, of a desire and dis- 
position on the part of Dyer to make an am- 
ieable arrangement th rough Butler with all 
persons ebarges or complaints against 
him, and that for the sum of $5,030 he (But- 
ler) would undertake to secure the withdraw- 
al of all opposition by the said Dyer to the 
payment of the claim of respondent (Ames) 
under his contract, and he would progtre 
through Dyer the receipt of experimental 
test and sale of the three additional cannon, 
sicel cores, provided that respondent (Ames) 
would ezuse to be withdrawn from 

the charge of conspircy. 
states that, belug 
much embarrassed by the non-payment of his 
claim, and to termivate the unjust resistance 
to the legitimate prosccattwu of his business, 
he signified his willlngn to accept such a 
proposal, and Wau wade the memoranda 
set out in the origiral bill, inserting his own 
name and requiring a payment of $250 as ear- 
nest monuy, promising that it the arrange - 
ment was not carried ont and accomplished 
in every particular to return it. He charges 
that, although D. B. Whitney appears to be 
the contracting party, yet the real party 
is B. F. Butler, and that he understood 
that he was contracting for the _ ser- 
vices of Butler. He further charges 
that not having learned that Dyer had made 
any recommendation to his three additional 
guns’ steel cases; he has not made any such, 
and further, as Butler jas failed to perform 
the agreement on his part, he is entitled to 
have refunded the earnest money, $250. 

Whitney com:s into court and prays that 
certain money due Ames from the Treasury 
may be withheld forthe payment of the five 
thousand liars fee, on the ground 
that the agreement with Ames was 
fulfilled, the latter getting his money, and the 
charge of conspiracy against Gen. Dyer being 
withdrawn. The developments of these two 
bills show up some of the operations of tue 
Washington lobby of the past session in an 
interesting light. While Butler did not get 
all his fee, it appears that Ames got a private 
claim of seventy thousand dollars pas:ed 
through Congress.

The Muscalary in Public Affairs. 

The Louisville Commercial sneers at 
our plea for newspaper courtesy. Well, if 
it can afford to discounterance that species 
of good breeding in journalism which is 
held essential ig social intercourse we can- 
not; and we put it to its own sense of the 
fimess of things whether an honest effort 
to mend the tone of our out-door manners 
and morals and to achieve a natural and 
moderate style of public instruction sheula 
be met in a spirit of levity, net to say of 
derision? Would it not be wiser and bet- 
ter for right-hearted and right-thinking 
persons of all shades and degrees of faith 
to treat such an effort as its seriousness 
merits and as far as may be to encourage its 
purpose and to extend its influence? It 
seems to us that it is the foundation from 
which our political regeneration must be 
constructed; and we confess our surprise 


so much in morals and in 
cul going out of its way to make light 
ot a t earnest, temperate and well- 
intended appeal not only for the literal 
but the spiritual amenities of discussion; 
for freedom from passions which blind the 
reason and delude the sense; for fair, open 
and manly investigation; for that unex- 
cited tone of inquiry and every-day collo- 
quialism of language and gasy good-nature 
of bearing which mark the intercourse of 
well-bred men and women in the house- 
hold and by the fireside. 

If there be a crime against society which 
admits of no excuse it is that committed 
by the writer or the speaker who, possess- 
ing superior abilities and . attainments, 
employs them to arouse partisan violence 
by vainglorious flights of mock heroics, 
miscalied eloquence, rhetoric and 
invective, and by indecent personal 
exhibitions of musculary power, miscalled 
courage. But it is a crime which very few 
writers and very few speakers in America 
can say they have not committed. It was 
the curse of the last generation. It re- 
sulted first in betogging the people of both 
sectiens of the Union and then in besot- 
ting them. It lost the press and the poli- 
tics of the country hundreds of useful lives, 
sacrifieed to misguided partisan fury and 
mistaken lust after notoriety, It begot a 
civil war that might have been averted by 
sober investigation and peaceful discus- 
sion. It is still the sin and shame of the 
legislation and the journalism of this 
present epoch; inciting gentlemen to be- 
come blackguards, defacing the sincerity 
and the chastity of our public records; 
and making us the wonder and laughing- 
stock of the rest of the civilized world. 
So far as it relates to the practice of speak- 
ers we can only protest against it; but as 
it relates to the press we have, in howso- 
ever a limited measure, some advantage 
or bringing it into practical discredit by 
refusing to have anything to do with it 
and by setting an example of the utility 
and successiul pursuit of a more rational 
method. 

In this it does not occur to us that we 
set ourselves upon any exalted hight or 
that we look down upon any one. In 
common lite it is certainly not an act ot 
pretentious superiority to withdraw 
oneself from intercourse with disagreeable 
or quarrelsome people and to reiuse to take 
part in a discussion which does not seek 
the development of a good purpose but 
looks solely to the display of personal 
‘characteristics such as a capacity tor 
making much noise or a talent tor arrang- 
ing bloodless duels. We boast that this is 
an age of civilization; and the highest 
mark of ita existence which its presiding 
genius bas been able to lay upon the altars 
of philosophy and science are the triumphs 
ot mind over muscle. The press claims 
to be the organ of civilization, ani in 
England at least it has proven itself to be

The New Radical Riection Law. 
We do not think it necessary to publish, 
with all its legal verbosities, its iterations 
and remedial details, the act of Congress 
approved May 81, 1870, entitled “An act 
to enforce the right of citizens ot the United 
States to vote in the several States of this 
Union, and for other purposes.” Much of 
this Jaw is intended for States which have 
regiairation acts and voting by ballot, and, 
therefore, does not apply at all to Ken- 
tucky. Again, the sections which prescribe 
penalties for illegal voting are expressly 
limited to elections for members of Con. 
grees and do not apply to this election. 
The remedies for illegal voting at this 
election by any man, white or black, are 
left by the act to existing State la ws, and we 
can find nothing in the act to prevent any 
citizen from challenging or any officer of 
election from rejecting the vote of a negro for 
any of the reasons that legalize the rejec- 
tion of a white man’s vote. Admitting this 
act to be constitutional and operative in 
all its details, its aim and scope with refer- 
ence to voting seem to be confined en- 
tirely to such a modification of State laws 
as may be necessary to strike the word 
“while” out of those laws and extend to 
the black man the same political ‘rights 
which those laws confer on the white man, 
but nothing more. It is true that section 
five does endow the negro with peculiar 
an‘l extraordinary remedies, such as no 
law affords for the protection of a poor 
and dependent white laborer, but there is 
nothing im the act to screen him from the 
local statutes against illegal voting.

It the purpose of this violent language 
was not inflammatory, ifit was not de- 
signed to array one class against another 
class, and to excite bad bldod among all 
classes, the writer must be an ill judge of 
human nature.

Prussia has nine first-class fortresses, 

Mayence, Coblentz, and Cologne, on the 
Rbine; Konigstein and Magdeburg, on the 
Elbe; Stettin, on the er; Posen, on the 
Wartha; Dantzic, at the mouth of the Vistula; 
Koenigsberg, on the Pregel, Mayenne is in 
Heese; Kovigsteia is the virgin fortress of 
Saxony. The rest are in Prussia proper. 

The second-class fortresses are fourteen in 
number: . on the Saar; Wesel, on 
the Rhine; Menden, on the Weser; Erfurt, on 
the Jera; Torgau, on the Elbe; Spandau (the 
political prison), on the Spree; or, on 
the Oder; Glatz and Neisse, on the Neisse; 
n Kiel-Frederiehs tadt, 
Stralsund, and Colberg, on the Baltic. 

The ports of Kiel and Jahde are the most 
important naval fortresses. They are building 

‘enormous revolving plated turrets at those 
laces. The other strong places are, Witten- 
erg, on the Elbe: Kosel and Kus on the 

Oder: 8 the Vistula; Swinemund 
and Pillau, on the Balk; Dresden, the bridge 
of Dusseldorf, the bridge of Mavenburg, the 
bridge of Dirschan, the mouth of the Elbe, 
the mouth of the Weser, Memel.
